Tomorrow is officially Drake’s 
Day in California, proclaimed for 
the first time this year to com­ 
memorate Sir Francis Drake’s land­ 
ing in Marin 374 years ago, June 17. 


Spotlight wiU be on Drake Navi­ 
gators Guild of Pt. Reyes, which 
opens a Drakeana exhibit at Sau 
Francis«»} Maritime Museum tomor­ 
row and continues the public dis­ 
play through July 23. 


Featured spot at the exhibit wiU 
go to the original “plate of brasse” 
planted by Sir Francis Drake June 
17,1573, at what is now Drake’s Bay 
near Point Reyes. The plate was 
discovered in 1833 cm the R. D. Mar­ 
shall ranch, cast away in Gneenbrae 
as a useless piece of jtmk, and re­ 
discovered in 1836. It will not be 
pushed around tomorrow; the plate

will be conveyed from Bancroft Li­ 
brary a t' University of California 
to the museum under special guard 
and wiU be on display only for the 
opening day tomorrow. The rest of 
the Drake collection will be shown 
through July 23.

The sheriff said he gained the in­ 
formation from neighbors of slain 
Roy Kapphahn whose beaten and 
stabbed body was found near a pic­ 
nic grove on the mountain side Sun­ 
day. The man had been stabbed in 
the chest in nine different places. 
Kapphahn reportedly made 
his 
home at a Salinas auto court until 
early this month when he 
with­ 
drew his savings and stated he was 
going to South Dakota. 
The slain man was divorced from 
his wife last summer and has been 
twice discharged 
from 
the U. S. 
Army.

“He may have been humped off 
by a love rival, or toy members of 
the family of some girl he was go­ 
ing with,” Sellmer speculated.

taken a leave of absence and was 
due back yesterday. 
His room at the auto court was 
searched and an address was found 
which is now being checked by in­ 
vestigators. 
Meanwhile, Deputy Coroner Ger­ 
ald Gooch said he ¿as not received 
nstructions from the family con­ 
cerning funeral arrangements. 
Investigation of the crime

It is the most complete treatise, 
one of the wittiest and one of the 
most practical published on any 
kind of fishing. 
All types of striper rigs, when to 
use them, where to find stripers, 
and almost every other question 
yqu can think of is answered in 
plain understandable language that 
doesn’t beat around the bush. 
Leon spent 16 years striped bass 
fishing and six years of concentrat­ 
ed data assembling before the book 
was written.

Land For Cattle 


Bportmsen throughout the United 
States have been greatly perturbed 
by the presentation of the put)h£ 
land grab bill HR4023, California 
sportsmen have led an untiring 
battle against the passage of this 
bill, and the Marin Rod and Gun 
Club has gone on record against its 
passage. 
In California where we have an 
Immense amount of public land, if 
this bill is passed it would prac­ 
tically turn over our public domain 
for the use of the cattlemen for all 
time, which eventually would exter­ 
minate our game in tin» to come. 
These public lands belong to all of 
us—not for the use of a select few. 
The bill has had a hearing and is 
Us committee and has been met with 
a great deal of opposition. It may 
never reach the floor of Congress, 
but every ritixen should write his 
representative In Congress and ask 
Its defeat. 
For «very paying grating permit­ 
tee upon the National Forests in the 
11 Western public land states, there 
were 299 hunters and fishermen 
seeking recreational privilege« on 
the National Forests. For every cow, 
every horse, ever sheep, every goat 
grazing under paid permit upon the 
National Forests there were 1.46 
hunters and fishermen enjoying 
recreational privileges thereon. For 
every dollar paid to the Federal 
Government for grazing fees in the 
eleven Western states hunters and 
fishermen paid to the several state 
governments $3.92 for hunting and 
fishing licenses, le. 
recreational 
privileges upon the National For­ 
ests. 
Mr. Ben Glading submitted the 
Department of Fish and Game's re­ 
quest for authorization to »ell sur­ 
plus hen pheasant chicks from State 
Game Farms. The Deparftnent wish­ 
es to dispose of surplus chicks by 
sale rather than to kill them. There 
are many excess chicks on the firms 
now, and facilities for raising birds 
to release age are limited. He re­ 
quested authorization to sell 30.000 
hen chicks between April and Sep­ 
tember. 1963, under the same condi­ 
tions as last year. 
The Marin Rod and Gun Club was 
* one of the first conservation clubs 
in the State to raise game birds. 
Each year nearly 1,000 pheasants 
are raised at the game bird pens at 
the county farm. Some years 1,600 
birds have been raised. 
The pens have been cultivated and 
planted and are ready to receive the 
pheasant chicks from the State 
game farm that will arrive on June 
29 at 10 a. m 
Member Lloyd De La Montanya, 
superintendent at the farm is in 
charge Of the pens. 
When the birds are raised to ma­ 
turity they will be liberated on pub­ 
lic lands for the benefit of every 
sportsman. 
This year the department will 
release 50.000 adult pheasants from 
Its farms. Sportsmen's clubs through- 
out the State will augment this 
number through their game bird 
programs. 
Excise-tax collection* on sporting 
arms and ammunition and on sport 
fishing 
tackle 
from 
July 
1952 
through February 1953 are running 
substantially ahead of the same 
period during the preceding fiscal 
year, according to Information com­ 
piled by the National Wildlife Fed­ 
eration. These art the funds allo­ 
cated to the states for wildlife and 
fisheries projects under the Fitt- 
man-Robertson and DtngeU-John- 
son acts of Congress. 
Few the first eight months of the 
current fiscal year, Pittman-Robert- 
con collections (tax on arms and 
ammunition) totaled $$,$15,110. This

Not until they have exhausted 
every legal effort, the attorneys 
aaid, will they present a new plea 
for mercy to President Eisenhower, 
who rejected one such appeal last 
February 1L 
EMOTIONAL FLEA 
John F. Finerty, one of the Ro­ 
senberg’s attorneys, interrupted the 
court’s last regular meeting of ttds 
term yesterday with an «notional 
plea in sharp contrast to the cold 
legal phrases with which toe court 
had just refused, for the fourth 
tone, to revlew the ease. 
Splitting 5-4, toe court declined 
to act and, by the same division, 
refused to issue a stay of execu­ 
tion. 
Finerty almost sprinted from a 
corridor at toe side of the court 
chamber to a position in front of 
toe black-robed justices and, de­ 
claring “there is no time to go be­ 
fore the lower courts," said he 
wanted to file-« petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
Such a writ, if granted, would 
have kd to a hearing before toe 
court to determine whether the 
man-and-wife spy team are being 
legally detained in the death bouse 
at New York's Sing Sing prison, 
OBVIOUSLY ANNOYED 
"It is absolutely necessary, your 
honors, that we get our point across 
to you," Finerty said. “Unless this 
court acts and acts promptly on this 
petition, the Rosenbergs will be 
dead before we* can get toe prop« 
action completed.” 
Obviously anpoyed. Chief Justice 
Vinson kept telling Finerty that his 
time had expired—although he had 
been allotted none in toe first place. 
Vinson told him to file his plea with 
the clerk, and that the full court 
would consider it. 


Finerty did so, and toe justices 
convened later to consider it. Late j 
in the day, the court announced it 
would not entertain Finerty’s peti­ 
tion—apparently by a vote of 7-2. 
Dissents by Justices Black and 
Frankfurter were announced.

TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 
Bentley told Brittain he and his 
partner had pulled several safe 
crackings, four armed robberies and 
“too many burglaries to count.” 
Officers said Bentley was wanted 
as a deserter from the Army, by 
the FBI as a fugitive from San Ber­ 
nardino and as an escapee from a 
mental hospital. 
Both were given emergency treat­ 
ment here and then taken by am­ 
bulance to Kern General hospital 
in Bakersfield.

Most Injuries To The Knee 
Produce Fluid In The Joint 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
The knee is a fairly sturdy joint, 
made to stand many hard knocks. 
Yet the doctor can always depend 
on a good number of knee injuries 
every year, many involving water 
on the knee. 
Some of these are sure to be 
due to the wide popularity of foot­ 
ball, not only college and profes­ 
sional games, in which the players 
are fairly well padded, but more 
especially the sandlot games all 
over the country. 
BONES PROTECTED 
Rarely are the knee bones in­ 
jured in these accidents, for they 
are well protected by ligaments and 
other tissues. Injuries to the sup­ 
porting ligaments are common, how­ 
ever, especially when youngsters are 
engaged in athletics. Usually the 
injury comes from the sudden turn­ 
ing In of the knee while nmning. 
A person with a strained knee 
ligament usually walks with a slight 
Bmp, and has to keep the knee 
slightly bent. In more severe in-

juries we find an unstable or “trick” 
knee, and the person may not be 
able to walk. 
Tendon injuries usually do net 
show up on X-ray pictures, but 
torn ligaments may reveal them­ 
selves by pain and tenderness. 
FLUID CAN BE REMOVED 
Some fluid in the knee is usual 
even in the mildest cases. If fluid 
collects following injury to a liga­ 
ment, a physician can remove it 
with a jsterile needle and syringe. 
If he finds that the fluid is bloody, 
it is a likely sign that an injured 
ligament is to blame. At other times 
a fatty typq of fluid may be a sign 
of bertain knee joint fractures 
Miich do not show up with X-rays. 
In any case, removing the fluid 
usually relieves the pain in the knee. 
Rest to an injured knee is very 
important. Crutches will relieve the 
kg of bearing weight, and a type 
of elastic bandage gives support. 
Mild injuries will permit weight 
bearing as soon as the soreness dis- 
V appear*. 
MAY NEED SPLINTING 
In severe injuries, however, the 
kg may have to be kept in a splint 
or cast for seven to tax days, and 
in extreme cases it may have to be 
splinted as long as four weeks. 
Another type of knee damage 
commonly bothers housemaids and 
carpet layer», who are on their 
knees a great deal. 
The repeated small injuries month 
after month, lead to a painful dis­ 
ability known as bursitis. This is an 
inflammation and swelling of the 
bursa, a small sac in the front of 
the knee, that lubricates the knee 
joint Many times fluid has to be 
removed from an inflamed bursa in 
order to bring relief.

Ability To Handle Money Wisely 
Comes From Experience, Practice

We all want our children to show 
good sense about dollars and cents. 
But we sometimes forget that the 
ability to spend wisely comes from 
experience and practice. 
Writing in the National Parent 
Teacher 
Magazine, 
Sidonie 
M. 
Gruenberg, formerly director and 
now consultant of the Child Study 
Association of America, shows how 
a child can learn to handle money 
wisely. Says she; 
T f we can only think of money 
as a tool, we will see that the only 
way a child can learn to use it 
skillfully is by using it. A weekly 
allowance offers him this necessary 
first-hand spending experience.” 
Of course he will make mistakes 
hi the beginning, she admits. He 
may waste his allowance by buying 
candy and junk. She adds: 
“Learning is a slow process of 
trial and error. Your child learns 
from his mistakes as well as from 
his wise buys. If he spends his last 
quarter on a flimsy toy truck he 
will feel disappointed when the 
wheels drop off. Chances are, next 
time he will inspect that tempting 
toy more carefully before he pays 
good money for it.” 
Of course, a youngster can learn 
this without being given a weekly 
allowance, she says, but not nearly 
so weU. Hit-or-miss handouts are 
like pennies from heaven. He can’t 
plan ahead when he knows neither, 
when he will have money nor how 
much. If he always gets his money 
on the spur of the moment or if 
he has to haggle and beg for every 
cent, he can’t learn to take respons­ 
ibility for spending and he never 
needs to think of saving. 
There are, too, other ways in 
which a child gets lessons in spend­ 
ing, she points out. Boys ana girls 
learn about money by dotng minor 
marketing for mother or going along 
on shopping trips for clothing and 
housewares. Children can take part

orous person in the world, and 
breathlessly plying me with ques­ 
tions about his hero. 
So now I’m a neighborhood hero­ 
ine. they’re following me around 
the yard to get me to arbitrate their 
cowpoke problems. And they are 
casting me in their dramas. I’m 
the daughter erf the ranch owner, 
and it won’t be kmc before I’m 
kidnapped and held hostage in an 
abandoned cabin until my father 
gives up his stake in the gold mine 
And they’ve generously stopped 
sniping from my chrysanthemums.

in some of the purchases the fam­ 
ily makes for the home.

How 
much spending money do his friends 
have? 
MAKE BUDGET 
Playmates’ allowances need not 
dictate the precise amount you give 
your own child, but knowing the 
facts will help you make a reason­ 
able estimate. Family incomes dif­ 
fer, and allowances among chil­ 
dren of the same age will also dif­ 
fer, she says. There’s no reason to 
hide this “fact of life” from a child. 
Age has to be considered too. 
There’s a difference between the 
relatively small amount a fiikt- 
grader needs, and the allowance ap­ 
propriate for a ten-year-old. And 
as his experience in spending grows, 
his weekly allowance should'be in­ 
creased too. 
To help you and your child 
know how much he needs, you can 
sit down together and make out a 
kind of budget, she suggests. How 
much for movies? for candy? For 
hobby supplies? For birthday party 
gifts? This kind of planning is not 
meant to produce a hard-and-fast 
blueprint, but it does help to esti­ 
mate how much money the child 
will feel to be necessary and how 


much it is 
have.

Superior Court of New jersey, in Newark, 
his ruled in i specific test ease that the officials 
of anv corporation chartered in that state ma f 
donate corporation funds to a college. This 
brinp to a focal point a question which of late 
has been much in the news. 
No doubt, the ruling of Judge Alfred A* 
Stein will be appealed to the highest courts for 
confirmation or reversal. Just as surely, the 
idea will be championed by colleges and other 
human betterment institutions and as warmly 
opposed by many stockholder. 
ft is a basic presumption that officials of a 
corporation may make either purchases or 
donations with corporate funds for direct bet* 
termcnt or stiengthening of the corporation. 
That is done daily by decision of directors. 
The court question was whether corporation 
directors may properly consider a donation to 
a college as being of^ adequate and direct cor­ 
porate benefit, rather than distributing this 
money as dividends to stockholders. Said Judge 
Stein in his ruling: 
MI am strongly persuaded by the evidence 
that the only hope of surival by the privately 
supported American college and university lies 
in the willingness of corporate wealth to fur* 


ntsh in moderation some support to institutions 
which are so essential to public welfare, and 
therefore of necessity, to corporate welfare. 
What promotes the general good inescapably 
advances the corporate w eal. *. When it (such 
a donatioq) is considered in its essential char­ 
acter, it may well be regarded as a major, 
though unwTitten, corporate power. It is even 
more than that. In the court's view of the case 
it amounts to a solemn duty.’* 


Here is the humanitarian and broad-view 
attitude bulwarked by legalistic opinion. It is 
in line with the continued plea by colleges that 
they provide major support, via upholding the 
concept of free enterprise, for American tradi­ 
tions which permit corporations to flourish. 


America’s churches, colleges and busiftqfs 
establishments jointly strengthen, depend on, 
and operate under this free enterprise tradi­ 
tion. 


Judge Stein is on solid ground in considering 
it appropriate, even “a duty,” of business insti­ 
tutions thus to support the education institu­ 
tions which alwaxs have labored to maintain a 
prospering atmosphere for business organiza­ 
tions.

Congress Ponders 
Veterans Benefits 


There it political dynamite in even careful, 
factual, reasonable surveys pertaining to bene­ 
fits for veterans. There is no “veterans vote” 
at a deliverable bloc, any more than there is a 
church vote, farm vote, or labor vote. Yet it is 
a bold legislator who speaks up about slicing 
benefits to veterans. 
At the moment, the House Appropriations,' 
Subcommittee which had its technical staff 
work up a factual and recommendatory report 
on payments to veterans, is merely studying 
the report without forthright action. President 
Eisenhower has asked for practically $4.5 bil­ 
lion to run the Veterans Administration for the 
nett fiscal year, starting July 1. The president 
slashed President Trum an’s budget requests for 
the VA by about $280 million. 


The staff report proposes a cut of $500 mil­ 
lion in annual pension and compensation 
checks going out to veterans, in this report, is 
well as in the committee hearings, these con­ 
tentions are made: 


That with the veteran population increasing 
by one million a year, the U. S. is rapidly be-

coming a nation of veterans. 
That present regulations assuring medical 
care for service-connected ailments should not 
be curbed, but the provision* whereby non* 
service-connected ailments may be 
treated 
gratis if hospital beds are available, or a veter­ 
an pleads poverty, are being abused. 
That 40 million checks in 5,200,000 cases a 
year are costing tax payers $2.5 billion yearly, 
under regulations initiated when there were 
relatively few veterans instead of practically 
every household including a veteran. 
That pensions for disability or death not due 
to military serv ice should be curtailed, if only 
by correlating them with social security bene­ 
fits. 
That the w-hole policy of liberality to veter­ 
ans as such be tightened. 
The largest veterans’ organizations, including 
the American Legion and the Veterans of For­ 
eign Wan, are solicitous chiefly that men with 
service-connected ailments get the treatment 
provided for them by law. They concur in some 
of the above contentions. 
The great majority of individual veterans, if 
uinjured in war, are certainly not seeking un­ 
warranted financial fax on from the govern­ 
ment. Most, of course, are tax-paying citizens 
themselves—supplien of such funds. 


Truce In Korea May Allow Asia 


To Ripeh Its Political Reasoning 


NEW YORK m — A truce is 
sol often s happy settlement of s 
problem—whether It be s school­ 
boy feud, a marital argument, or 
a war In Korea. 
* 
But, since time sometimes cures 
mars human ills than common 
sense, s truce often serves a pur­ 
pose for all parties. It allows an 
interval in which the situation 
may change. 
That may he the great gift of 
a truce in Korea. A ripening of 
political reasoning in Asia may do 
more to achieve a balanced peace 
than continuance of the three- 
year war on that bitter peninsula, 
a war in which vast armies have 
buffeted each other like blind men 
is the dark. 


IT HAS BEEN AN odd war. It 
it s war in which the United Na­ 
tions decisively defeated the ini­ 
tial enemy. North Korea, fought 
Inconclusively against 
a second 
enemy, Red China, and yet' never 
locked in battle at all with what 
many feel to be the mam enemy. 
Soviet Russia, the chief architect 
of aggression in the Far East and 
its main arsenal. 
It was an 
International 
mat 
grafted upon a civil war, but it 


remains inconclusive because none 
of the giants of the earth involved 
in it ever risked committing his 
full strength. Thus, as there was 
no utter defeat, thaw can be no 
full victory. 


IN THE KOREAN “pplice ac­ 
tion," the cops never caught the 
robbers, or even disarmed them 
They merely chased them back 
into the next edUnty—and kept 
them at bay. And many critics of 
the campaign have pointed out 
this is the first one the United 
States hasn’t won 
cleanly 
and 
clearly since 1813. 


But if Uncle Sam is to go on 
sharing with the British the job 
of being the world’s policeman, it 
is s type of unsatisfactory war his 
nephews may have to face again 
and yet again. Other Koreas may 
await us around the globe unless, 
which seems unlikely, we pull back 
into our shell and faoe the world 
crab-wise. 


Some 2,000,000 Americans have 
seen action in Korea, the skies 
above it, or on the waters around 
it. Did they gain anything from 
this experience except the broad­ 
ening influence of travel? 


LIFE'S DARKEST MOMENT

MANY WENT INTO the war 
without a sure knowledge of what 
they were fighting for. They had 
no personal figure to hate as did 
the veterans of Europe in the sec­ 
ond world war, who knew that if 
th e/ destroyed A^plf HitW they 
could go home. 
A figure of hatred is a mighty 
morale factor in a war, and that 
was lacking in Korea. What the 
United 
Nations 
was 
fighting 
against there was not a man but 
a system—a system of sggression, 
and that is harder to dramatise in 
terms of hate. 
Some veterans, perhaps many, 
feel that their sacrifices In Korea 
were futile. So do many of their 
parents, and a number of the na­ 
tion’s politicians. The wonder to 
me is, not that no final victory 
was won, but that 
our 
troops 
fought so ably and stoutly, par­ 
ticularly in the early days when 
there were too few even to form 
a continuous battleline. 


THIS IS A GREAT testament to 
the discipline of 
the 
American 
soldier, and to the courage of a 
generation that has been pictured 
as wanting to go through life on 
the cuff, one with 
the 
motto: 
“Something for nothing." 
The war cost us billions of dol­ 
lars. It cost us fewer lives than 
we kill needlessly each year in 
highway accidents. 


But ^ woke up America. It built 
a firm iron fence 
against 
the 
Iron Curtain. It showed that »one- 
times a big nation will put up its 
fists for the right of a small na­ 
tion to live. 


AS THE YEARS GO BY, I think 
that most of tha Americans who 
did a hard and often unnoticed 
duty in Korea 
will 
remember 
their service there with» more and 
more pride, and with fewer and 
fewer regrets. 
They 
stood 
for 
something important in a lonely 
hour. 


There are those who aay that 
America has lost face in Asia as 
s result of the campaign hi Ko­ 
rea. 


But how can a man or a nation 
lose face as long as they fight for 
what they hold to be true? Wc 
would have less face today had 
we turned our back on Korea— 
and we would know it in our 
hearts.

NEW YORK OP) — If an atom 
bomb were aimed at the strategic 
heart of New York City, It prob­ 
ably would explode not far from 
Foley Square.

It is between 
the approaches to the Brooklyn 
and Manhattan bridges that link 
Manhattan and Brooklyn.

NEARBY ARE CITY HALL, the 
Supreme Court House, the Crim­ 
inal Courts Building and the State 
Office Building. 
Rising 80* stories above Foley 
Square 1* the United States Court­ 
house, where on March 6,1951, Ju­ 
lius Rosenberg, his wile, Ethel, and 
their friend, Morton Sobell, went 
on trial as atom spies. 
They were, in the eyes of fcht 
government, the Benedict Arnold* 
of a 
new, 
enormously 
deadly 
atomic era. They were the first of 
their kind ever to stand trial. 
Other plotters of that ilk had 
pleaded guilty without a trial. 
In its opening remarks to a jury 
of 11 men and one woman, the 
government referred to the trio as 
“traitorous Americana" 


ACTUALLY, THEY WERE not 
tried for treason, which the Con­ 
stitution defines as warring on the 
United States or adhering to Its 
enemies in time of war. They were 
tried under a general espionage 
law of 1917. 
They were accused of conspiring 
during World War H to transmit 
national defense information to 
Soviet Russia, which was then a 
wartime ally but turned cold war 
enemy In the years that followed 
The government preposed to 
prove that Harry Gold, the mousy 
little Philadelphia chemist, was 
the chief American contact for 
Dr. Klaus Fuchs, when the British 
scientist worked at Los Alamos, 
NM., on history’s first atomic 
bomb. Gold and Fuchs were con­ 
fessed Soviet agents, both serving 
prison terms at the time of the 
Rosenberg trial. 


THE ROSENBERG* AND So­ 
bell allegedly also worked through 
Gold in the interest of Moscow. 
They were depicted as persuad­ 
ing 
Ethel Rosenberg’s 
brother, 
David Greenglass, to turn over 
atom secrets to Gold at Los 
Alamos, including sketches of the 
lens mold—the trigger apparatus 
of the A-bomb. 
They were, in short, accused of 
conspiring to destroy America's 
monopoly on the A-bomb and to 
surrender it to Russian hands long 
before Moscow would otherwise 
have solved the nuclear riddle. 


JULIUS ROSENBERG also was 
said to have provided defense se­ 
crets to Russian agents on his 
own. His 100-pound, five foot tall 
wife was alleged to have handled 
the stenographic work involved in 
the betrayal. 
A dramatic moment in the trial 
came March 9, when David Green- 
glass took the witness stand to 
look his sister and brother-in-law 
in the eye and denounce them as 
betrayers of their native land. 
Greenglass had already pleaded 
guilty to atomic espionage, claim­ 
ing that the Rosenborgs prevailed 
on him to aid in the plot. He was 
four years younger than Julius 
Rosenberg and a hero worshipper 
of his brother-in-law His only 
other stated reason for his crime 
was $500 paid him by a Russian 
diplomatic official. 


GREENGLASS, KNOWING ht 
wa* facing a possible death pen­ 
alty for his crime and that his 
wife, Ruth, 29, was mixed up in 
the plot, turned government wit­ 
ness. She could have been a de­ 
fendant Instead, in anticipation 
of her cooperation as a witness 
for the government, she was made 
merely a co-conspirator, as was 
Gold. 
Mrs. Rosenberg paled slightly as 
she watched her brother take the 
stand. 
Greenglass backed up the gov­ 
ernment’s version of the spy plot 
to the hilt 
He described Rosenberg as a 
man who voluntarily dedicated his 
life to the cause of communism. 
Greenglass quoted Ethel as telling 
his wife in 1944: 


“JULIUS FINALLY got to the 
point where he was doing what he 
always wanted to do—giving in­ 
formation to the Soviet Union. ’ 
Greenglass testified Rosenberg 
specifically besought him to pro­ 
vide information on the A-bomb 
from his sensitive post as a ser­ 
geant at the Los Alamos wartime 
eradie of atomic fury. 
So conversant was Rosenberg 
with America’s top secret, Green- 


glass said, that he was able to 
describe the A-bomb in detail 
seven months before the first one 
was dropped on Hiroshima Aug. 8, 
1845. 
After the first bomb. Greenglasf 
swore he gave Rosenberg a 12-page 
description of the deadlier A-bomb 
dropped on Nagasaki. 
Greenglass also quoted his broth­ 
er-in-law as boasting of obtaining 
information from an unidentified 
informant on a projected space 
platform-—a fantastic satellite to 
hover above the earth as a sort 
of ethereal battleship. 


GREENGLASS 
TOLD 
THE 
JURY that he received detailed 
instructions from Rosenberg on 
how to flee to Russia via Mexico, 
if it be^me necessary. The gov- 
, eminent claimed the Rosenberga 
were preparing such a flight when 
•eized by the FBI. 
There was one other point la 
Greenglass' testimony that seemed 
rather minor at the time: He told 
of a table in the Rosenberg apart- 
men that allegedly was a gift from 
the Russians. 
Rosenberg later denied this, and 
said he bought the table for about 
$21 at Macy’s department store in 
New York City. Long after the 
trial, adherents of R o s e n b e r g 
claimed that the table indeed came 
from Macy’s where it retailed at 
about the price Rosenberg men­ 
tioned. 
* 


THIS CLAIMED PROOF of the 
table’s 
humble, 
non • suspicious 
origin was used in legal appeals to 
attack the credibility of Green- 
glass’ testimony. 
It was also to be charged in tha 
months to coma that Greenglass 
was a perjurer, who told a far 
feebler story at his arrest but doc­ 
tored it and enlarged on it with 
government prodding so it would 
stand up at the trial. But Green­ 
glass never backtracked an inch 
from the chilling story he told 
during those days in early March 
of 1951. 


WHETHER HE KNEW IT or 
not, 
when 
Greenglass 
stepped 
down from the witness stand he 
had doomed his sister and her 
husband. His was the heart of 
the government’s case. 
Mrs. Greenglass corroborated her 
husband’s story, 
testifying 
she 
helped induce him to spy at the 
urging of the Rosenberg*. * 
Then Harry Gold wa* brought 
from prison to swear that tha sto­ 
len atom secrets were “sent im­ 
mediately to the Soviet Union." » 
On March ¿1,1951, Julius Rosen­ 
berg took the witness stand, Point 
by point he denied tha testimony 
of Greengl»',* and other govern­ 
ment witnesses. He refused, how­ 
ever, to answer seven questions 
designed to determine if he ever 
was a Communist. The only clue 
to his feelings toward the Soviet 
Union came when he testified: 


"IT CONTRIBUTED A1 major 
share in the destruction of the 
Hitler beast who killed six million 
of my (Jewish) co-religionists. I 
felt emotional about it then and 
I do^pow." 
Mrs. Rosenberg, in turn, backed 
up her husband’s story. She denied 
she ever typed any secret data 
intended eventually for Russian 
hands. 
Sobell did not take the witness 
stand. 
The jury debated the issues for 
19 hours and, on March 29, 1951, 
found all three defendants guilty. 
Mrs. Tessie Greenglass, the gray, 
stooped • 71-year-old 
mother of 
Ethel Rosenberg and David Green­ 
glass, moaned at the verdict and 
cried: 


"I BLAME THE RUSSIANS for 
pcisouing my children.’’ 
It was expected the Rosenbergs 
would get the maximum prison 
term of SO years. Death for a 
civilian American spy was unheard 
of. Only military courts Jxad ever 
doomed a federal spy. 
But on April 5, 1951, the trial 
judge, Irving R. Kaufman, hag­ 
gard from sleepless fretting over 
the decision that lay before him, 
ascended the bench to pronounce 
sentence of death few Julius Ros­ 
enberg and his wife. 


"ONLY THE LORD can find 
mercy for what you have done," 
said the 42-year-old jurist, a Jew­ 
ish lawyer with a Roman Catholic 
college education. 
He looked down on the diminu­ 
tive woman before him and called 
her “a full-fledged partner in this 
crime.” 
And he added of both the Ros­ 
enbergs: 
“Love of their cause dominated 
their lives. It was even greater 
than their love for their children ” 
Judge Kaufman estimated their 
crime in these words: 
"Plain 
deliberate 
murder 
is 
dwarfed in magnitude by compari­ 
son with the crime you halve com­ 
mitted . . . I believe your conduct 
in putting into the hands of the 
Russians the A-bomb years before 
our best scientists predicted Rus­ 
sia would perfect the bomb already 
has caused the Communist aggres­ 
sion in Korea with the resultant

time) Americans . . .

"INDEED BY YOUR betrayal, 
you undoubtedly have altered the 
course of history to the disadvan­ 
tage of your country." 
Outside the courtroom on Foley 
Square that spring day two years 
ago, church bells tolled the hour 
of noon and their faint peals 
echoed between Kaufman's grave 
and measured sentences. 
Sobell escaped with 30 years in 
prison. In Kaufman’s view, his was 
a lesser role in the conspiracy. He 
eventually wound up in Alcatraz. 
Rosenoerg and his wife managed 
a thin smile for each other. They 
sang popular songs and ballads to­ 
gether in their detention cell im­ 
mediately after the sentencing. 
Their older boy, Michael, then 
eight, said of their punishment 
which he so vaguely comprehend­ 
ed: 
“THEY COULDN’T DO any­ 
thing wrong. They taught us never 
to do anything wrong." 
The next day Greenglass was 
rewarded far his cooperation in 
the case. His wife was cleared of 
the threat of prosecution. He got 
the relatively light sentence of 15 
years. Kaufman told him: 
“You helped us strike a death 
blow to the trafficking of our mil­ 
itary secrets by foreign agents." 
«Tomorrow: The light to save 
the Rosenbergs.)

Good Or Bad For Laws?

SACRAMENTO (CN8) — The 
scene of wild 
disorder 
which 
characterized the final hours of 
the state Senate marked one of 
the most confusing sessions of the 
usually dignified body In many, 
many years. 
The 
disorder, however, 
with 
many members on their feet at 
the same time, the constant bang­ 
ing of the gavel by 
Lieutenant 
Governor Goodwin J. Knight, his 
repeated demands for quiet, was 
more or less a culmination of the 
laxity in enforcement of the or- 
dfhary methods of conducting a 
sedate meeting. 


VIRTUALLY DURING the en­ 
tire 1953 session, the Senate was 
disorderly to the .point where It 
was difficult to follow the pro­ 
ceedings because of the noise. Con­ 
ferences between members and the 
constant hum 
of 
conversation 
over-shadowed, in many instances, 
the explanation of the measures 
before the group. 
There was, of course, attention 
given to the major measures. Quiet 
was obtained during defe?;es of 
importance. Senators are not re­ 
quired to remain in their seats 
and rarely did so when the rou­ 
tine file items were being called. 


BUT THE CLIMAX on the last 
night of the session rtall? was 
something about which to write 
home. 
Differences of opinion on the 
measures before the body caused 
delay after delay in cleaning up 
the file. Debate was heated. Add­ 
ing to the tenseness of the situa­ 
tion, the intermittent explosion of 
firecrackers in wastebaskets threw 
confusion into the operation. 
The confusion was heightened 
by a packed gallery, A large num­ 
ber erf attaches were 
in the 
rear of the chamber itself. 
Despite the confusion, however, 
Knight maintained an even keel, 
and rolled through the file in an 
effort to clean up the business of 
the upper body before the clock 
reached midnight.

FOR SOME REASON or other, 
the clock stopped at 11:39 p.m. 
When Senator Jack B. Tenney, 
who took a whipping on his judges 
salary bills, saw what had hap­ 
pened, he raised the point of order 
that the clock had been stopped.

dent pro tem, announced that'hi 
had sent for an engineer to fty 
the 
clock. Under constitutions] 
provisions, the Senate could not 
transact business after midnight 
In previous years, it was okeh ti 
stop the clock for two or threi 
days if necessary. 


When midnight arrived, Tennej 
raised the further point of order 
But by that time most of the fill 
had been cleaned up, and then 
was no reason to raise the ques- 
tion. Any bills adopted after mid­ 
night would have been unconsti­ 
tutional, but there

passed, although the Senate did 
not get around to adjournment 
sine die until a few minutes aftei 
twelve. 


A DOZEN senators at a timi 
were waving their arms and shout­ 
ing into the microphones, demand­ 
ing to be heard, but Knight kept 
to the file. He took bills in order, 
substituted roll calls, and man­ 
aged to get most of the material 
through despite 
the 
handicap« 
under which he was working. 


The fact that the senators did 
not know what their votes wera 
being cast on seemed not to mat­ 
ter at all. 
All of which 
brings 
up 
ths 
question of whether the constitu­ 
tional requirement for adjourn­ 
ment at, a stated hour is good 
.government, or whether it could 
in some instances, work to the 
disadvantage of the people by al­ 
lowing bad legislation to pass.

Morin To Take Part In 
New Civil Defense Test 


Marin win just miss being hit 
by deadly atomic bombs but the 
explosive power of the weapon will 
spread fires and confusion through­ 
out the county during a civil de­ 
fense test to bo held Saturday. 
The bombs are due to be drop­ 
ped on San Francisco and Oak­ 
land by speedy enemy aircraft at 
about S am. Their destructive 
power wiü mushroom throughout 
Marin and the bay area. 
But before the disasters occur, 
civil defense units in all western 
states. Alaska and two provinces 
of Canada will be warned that the 
marauding planes are headed for 
w'estem borders of North America. 
Col. IS. Carl Engeihart, civil de« 
fens« coordinator for Marin, re­ 
ports the test has been scheduled 
by the Federal civil defense ad­ 
ministra lion to survey experience of 
local units. 
And in Marin, the control sec­ 
tions of almost every dvil defense 
organization will be called Into op­ 
eration for the test to run from 7 
am. to 4 pm. AH operations and 
maneuvers will be on paper only 
and will not involve actual move­ 
ment of personnel or equipment 
It will be attest run by telephone 
and teletype, Col. Engeihart said. 
HOW IT STARTS 
The colonel said it would start 
this way: 
At # am. a yellow alert will be 
dispatched to all major units warn­ 
ing of approaching enemy planet. 
Though the warning cannot 1» 
spread by siren through the coun­ 
ty, It will be relayed by telephone 
to individual units. 
A few minutes later, California 


Highway patrolmen are to be or­ 
dered to halt southbound traffic 
on the Golden Gate bridge on a 
request from San Francisco to re­ 
duce possible casualties in that 
city. 
One hour later, a red alert will 
be flashed through the bay area 
telling of a probable attack snd 
increasing the amount of north­ 
bound traffic across the bridge by 
persons wishing to escape the ter­ 
ror of the attack. This traffic will 
be permitted to continue. 
Two bombs are scheduled to hit 
San Francisco and Oakland at 8 
am. 


ATOMIC CLOUDS 
The grey-contaminated clouds of 
the bombs will turn south, accord­ 
ing to the test, and will not strike 


Marin. But the bomb will start 
fires in buildings and grounds of 
Fort Baker near Sausalito. 
Also, Col Engeihart said, every 
pane of window glass from the 
Golden Gate bridge to Richardson 
Bay bridge will probably be broken 
and will undoubtedly cause several 
injuries. 
Less than one hour later, coun­ 
cilman at S&usalito ^ill have to is­ 
sue an order to close all stores in 
the city to halt the rush of fear 
stricken residents who will try* to 
stock up on food and other items, 
Col. Engeihart added. 
On the whole, some 250 persons 
in the county will take part in the 
test to show Marin's strength dur­ 
ing the emergency.
